Later, Earl and Joseph Collard of Ogden, bought 
it and had a dairy operation there. Then Gilbert Olsen ran a dairy operation 
on it. Later, Sharon J Winterton purchased it. The barn still serves well and 
is strong, upright and useable for Sharon after these 78 years. The home now 
belongs to Kent Winterton.
